The contradictions of the law are inexplicable to the lay mind. 


It is unlawful to obstruct a street or public road, yet the Superior' 
Court has ordered the municipal authorities to refrain from en- 
forcing an ordinance forbidding houses to be moved through the 
streets. 
In consequence Twenty-third street is completely 


blocked by a moving house that takes up the whole roadway from 
sidewalk to sidewalk. 


The law says no person shall take possession of a street or 


deprive the public of the use of highway dedicated to the service 
of the public, yet private parties have taken possession of i 
Twenty-third street by authority of a court order and are ex- 
cluding all vehicle traffic from the thoroughfare. We are not 
learned in the intricacies of the law, but it is singular to find the 
kw—or the courts, which are the same thing—sanctioning the 
exclusive use of a public street by a single person.
